He wasat the scene of 
the fire and almost frantic with grief. The 
search for the bodies Was begun by the fire- 
menas soon as the debris could be suffi- 
clently cooled. That of one of the boys was 
first recovered. It was unrecognized, but it 
was believed to be thatofthe eldest. It had 
the appearance of beingroasted. The head 
resembled a large black ball. The other 
bodies were later dug from thedebris and 
were In about the same condition. Another 
family lived in the rear of the builaing down- 
Stairs, ©. H. Babcoee and his wife. Bab- 
cock -was seen by a re" . He satd-he and 
his wife were awakgred by the smell of 
smoke and escaped fromthe house. They 
were, however, nearly suffocated. 

The loss by the fire on the building and con- 
tents is placedat $3,000. The insurance is 
about the same.

Though the special was an hour 
late getting out of Macon Monday morning, 
the time was made up between there and St, 
Joseph. To do this the train had to run 
ahead of an already fastschedule. In places 
the speed was fully seventy miles an hour. 
The fastest run was between a station ten 
miles out from Kansas City and the Missouri 
River bridge. There the enuyineer wanted to 
show how fast he could rua and 
he made nine miles in seven min- 
utes and a sinall fraction. On 
the run between Jefferson City and Uhamois 
Supt. Hopkins of the Missouri Pacific ordered 
the engineer to throw the throttle wide open, 
and such running was probably never before 
seen onthesystem. The indicator on Com- 
mitteeman Kerens’ private car showed that 
ten iniles had been made in eight minutes;. 
This way of running enabled Gov. McKinley 
to give every town the allowance of tari 
talk that had been promised by the State 
Committee. 

At Hermann, a Germantown ninety miles 
from this city on the Missour! Pacific, he was 
met by an exclted Teuton who showed a dis- 
position to engage ina joint discussion with 
the protection apostle. In the miudle of his 
speech the Governor was interrupted by the 
German several times with questions put in 
badly broken English. The German wanted 
to know why it was that he could get only 55 
cents a bushel for his wheat 
and he aiso wanted to know 
just how the present system 
of impost duties benefited the poorer classes. 
In reply Gov. McKinley quoted Bismarck on 
the tariff. and on leaving the platform told 
the inquisitive German that he would leave 
him to fightit out with Bismarck. At every 
speaking point MeKinley told his hearers 
‘that xt European country wanted to see 
Cleveian gto and Harrison defeated. 
**That,’’ said, *‘ought to con- 
vince ? all , ‘that Cleveland is 
not the right man t% stand 
atthe head of this nation. Find out what 
rons enemies want and give them the other 
thing.’’ 

At places where Irishmen were seen in the 
crowds Gov. Mckinley said that Cieveland 
was Englanid’s citoite for the Presidency, 
and that Queen Victoria would heip him if 
she. could. When a point lige this would be 
made the Irish orator on the car, 
Thomas McSheehey of Fremont, 0vU., 
would be given a swing at the crowd. 
Atalithe stations where stops were made 
other speakers were dropped off to continue 
the speaking, and these orators taiked 
**Warner and new Missouril.’’ McKinley 
was used todraw the crowds and tlie other 
speakers took advantage of the oppurtunities 
presented. Commenting on this style of 
campaigning a Kansas Democrat, who came 
down to the depot to see ‘the train, 
said it reminded him or the patent 
.medicine vender who drew his crowd witha 
minstrel show and then proceeded to sell his 
wares to the audience. *‘McKinley draws 
the crowds and the local talent does tle 
rest,’’ was his closing observation. 

Gov. McKinley would have scarcely feltat 
home if he had mingled with his audience at 
Jefferson City yesterday afternoon. A con- 
Siderable portion or the crowd wore Cieve- 
land and Stevenson badges but they made 
no demonstration to attract atiention. 
Everywhere he went he was cordially re- 
ceived by Democrats and Republicans alike, 
and when the train was pulling in 
the depot last evening he had some nice 
things to say about the State and the people 
he had met, 

DELAY AT LEAVENWORTH. 

Col. A. C. Dawes of the Burlington system, 
who isaiso memberor the State Republican 
Committee, was responsible fora long delay 
and mucn apprehension at Leavenworth. It 
Was arranged to get away from that place as 
soon as possibie after the meeting to yzive the 
other trains a chance. When it became 
time to go the discovery was made 
that Col. Dawes was missing. 
A search was made at the hotels and else- 
where, but no tidingsof the missing Colonel 
were obta! nabie, Allhandstoox partin the 
search and the train was held in the mean- 
lime. The crew that had been ordered to 
take charge of the train at Kansas City were 
alarmed at the delay and for a time the wires 
were kept hot with messages from that end 
to find out what was the matter with the 
‘*McKinley special.’’ It was finally discovered 
that Col. Dawes had gone toa friend’s house 
‘totake a rest and the train pulled out with- 
out him. 

As a matter of course Filley was not at the

GLOVES FREE OF DUTY. 


With Gov: Wm. McKinley in st. Louls yes- 
‘terday, and; ready for his first high- tariff 
speech last night, it . chanced 
that a Mr. Charles Furber of No, 
7 ‘Poultry, London, was also in 
this city. There would have been no con- 
nection between these two events but fora 
queer experience had by Mr. Furber on ar- 
riving recentiy at New York from London, in 
which experieuce a son of McKinley’s figured 
na way strangely contradictory of the fa- 
miliar McKinley assertion that ‘‘the for- 
elgner nays the tax imposed by the protec- 
tive tariff.’ 

Mr. oe. s anaes Pog told yesterday toa 
party of gentiemén with 
whom the gp oe: ‘was taking Innch 
at Mitchell’s restaurant on Broadway.

that on the last voyage of the steamship City 


of Paris, on which he was a passenger, 

Gov.

Lam the 
son of Wm. McKinley, Jr., of Uhio,’’ 

And, being the son of Wm. “ickKinley, Jr., 
of Ohio, whose Hfe is devoted to urging upon 
the American people the advantayes to be 
derived from a high tariff, young 
McKinley was allowed to ovring in 
his eight dozen pairs ot kid gloves without 
paying the tariffthereon. By this free-trade 
evasion of his father’s cherished tariff, the 
son of McKinley saved at least. $i. ver dozen 
and 50 per cent of the value of the 
eight dozen pairs of kid gloves, and probably 
saved as much as $8 per dozen and per 
cent of the value, asa study of the McKin- 
ley tariff willshow. ‘The tariff piaced upon 
kid gloves begins with thetax on ‘‘kid or 
leather gloves,-men’s; plain seams, all 
lengths, not ined, embroidered, etc., 34 per 
dezen, and.

PANAMA, Via Galveston, “Oct. 26.—The dis. 
cord in Hayti between the supporters cf Gen. 
Hippolyte’s government and those of Gen. 
Manigat are reaching a culmination, and 
itis thought that a revolution will shortly 
break out against Hippolyte. His antago- 
nists are becoming boider every day. Ali the 
principal Haytian centers, except Jacmel, 
have given majorities for the Liberal party 
and make no concealment of the favor with 
which they regard the movement of Gen, 
Manigat. President Hippolyte cannot 
trust even his nearest councilors. 
A conspiracy has been discovered 
among the members of the Cabinet and the 
Officers of the navy for the overthrow of 
Hippolyte, and toaidin putting Manigat at 
the head of affairs. Several arrests have 
been made. and the alleged traitors have 
been put in close confinement. Whether 
their heads will fall will probably depend on 
the events ofthe next few days. The con- 
spirators proposed, it is stated, to suborn the 
navy and turn the vessels over to the cne- 
mies of the Government. Thoseon the east 
are using all the code they can scrape up,and 
some that Is not in the book againstthe ene- 
mies of the Government. 

It is reported that a great defalcation has 
been discovered in the coliection of custom 
dues, showing that Hippolyte’s subordinates 
have been robbing the treasury on their ac- 
count, and this development has added to 
the public dissatisfaction and anxiety fora 
change. 

Hippolyte, itis said, has resolved to make. 
a diplomatic issue with Great Britain on the 
subject of the expedition from Kingston, 
Jamaica, that came toa flascoin the harbor, 
and to learn whether Great Britain hes a 
right with impunity to permit Jamaica to ve 
a hatching place for conspiracies and a start- 
ing point for revolutionary expeditions 
against existing authority in Hayti. H'p- 
a hy will Gemand redress for the tnjury 

hich he claims to be done by the toleration 
aed encouragement given to filibusters in 
Jamaica, 

Meantime it is reported that the general 
difficulty in the way ofthe Manignat faction 
isthe lack offunds. This, Hippolyte hopes. 
will make the exiles in Jamaica impotent for 
the time beingto take advantage of the situa- 
tionin Haytl. Itis said that the Manignat 
faction in Jamaica ts bankrupt, but it is be- 
lieved the exlies would probably tind means 
to joim and strengtifén any revoiutionuary 
movement inaugurated in Hayti, although on 
account of the lack of money, if for no other 
reason, they cannot themselves initiate a 
revolution, 


Hippolyte has good reason tocomplatn of 
Great britatn, for Jamaica has been the hot- 
bed of plotters againsthisrule. That island 
has been the home of Haytian political 
exiles. 

The revolutionary movement isa d'rect 
resuitofthe events of thetragic May 28, 
1831, when scores ofHaytians were slaughtered 
by Hippolyte’ sorier. The passions aroused 


by se? sacton that fatal day led the 
! 


men in exile in Kingston, Jamaica, to 
band themselves into a committee which had 
for its sole object the punishment and over- 
throw of Hippolyte. There are several men in 
exile in Kingston who have been prominent 
in the affairs of Hayti. Chiefamong 
them are Gen. Francois Manigat, Gen. 
Anselme Prophete, and Gen. Fouchard. 

For some time it has been undersiood that 
Legitime, Hippolyte’s predecessor, and Man- 
Sgat had pooied issues; but be does hot figure 
in the present movement, having some time 
since taken up nis residence in Paris, Gen. 
Manigat belongs tothat class designated as 
the ‘‘blacks,’’ in contradistinction to the 
‘*yellow’’ people or those of a 
biood. Betweenthe two breeds the ae - 
est enmity exists, and it ts belfeved that 
if Mantgat, whois h most bitter partisan and 
a vindictive man, ever comes into power he 
will butcher the ‘‘yeliow fellows’’ indis- 
criminately, whlle white people generally 
for whom he likewise entertains no grea 
: elings of affection, will not receive the 

me consideration which they obtain from 
the present Government. . Manigat belleves 
that the black man Is the siperior of all oth- 
ers in every way, and has full confidence in 
their an@ his own abilitity to take care of 
themselves under any circumstances. 

The fact that another revolution is inevit- 
able makes the condition of Hippolyte’s 
fighting force a matter of news. The last re-

OVERLOOKED AMMUNITION. 

The Republic charges Circuit Attorney 
Clover, the Republican candidate for 
Judge of the Criminal Court, with mis- 
conduct in office and declares that he is un- 
fit for election to the bench. The charge 
is based upon extracts from the report of 
the May Grand-jury, showing that he took 
illegal fees in bond forfeiture cases, which 
was published in full at the time by the 
Post-DIsPATCH. 

It entirely overlooks, however, a gross 
breach of official duty on the part of Mr. 
Clover which has occurred since that 
Grand-jury report was made and to which 
we take pleasure in calling the attention 
of the Republic. 

For several months the Republic has been 
running and advertising and is now run- 
ing and advertising a lottery scheme for 
the purpose of temporarily padding its cir- 
culation. This scheme is in plain viola- 
tion of the law of the State prohibiting the 
conducting and advertising of lotteries of 
any kind. 

The law makes it the duty of the Circuit 
Attorney to call the attention of the 
Grand-jury to violations of law coming 
within his knowledge. It requires him to 
prosecute the violators of the law. 
Although the Republic is now and has been 
violating the law Cireuit Attorney Clover 
has never called the attention of the 
Grand-jury to its breach of law and has 
neglected in any way whatsoever to prose- 
cute it for the offense. 

The Republic is thus enabled from its 
own experience to emphasize the charge of 
unfitness it brings against Mr. Clover. It 
may show with what contempt it has 
treated him as Circuit Attorney by flaunt- 
ing violations of law in hisface, and how 
through his connivance and neglect of his 
duty it has enjoyed theiruits of law-break- 
ing with entire immunity from: punish- 
ment.

MR. M’KINLEY’S SPEECE. 

Mr. McKinley’s speech was notable for 
fts generalities and careful 
avoidance of specific facts. He has learned 
by experience that honest Jogic is a dan- 
gerous tool when used to hew out a dishon- 
st and illogical cause.’ He steers clear of 
everything essential to a really rational 
presentation of the truth and indulges only 
in rhetorical appeals to surface facts satis- 
factory to easy going minds unable or un- 
willing to do a little independent thinking. 

Perhaps the most curious of his evasions 
isfound in his remarks concerning free 
raw materials. It is true, as Mr. McKinley 
Says, that the resources oi Missouri were 
not Ceveloped undera revenue tariff. But 
he should carry his historical researches a 
little further back. They were not devel- 
oped under the rule of the French, Spanish 
or Indians. Toan honest minded man, 
really benton getting at the truth, it is 
clear that something other than legislation 
is at the bottom of Missouri’s prosperity. 
The coal and iron mines have been opened 
because population has grown from noth- 
ing to 70,000,000 and people need coal and 
iron. To say that Missouri mineral has 
been unearthed in obedience to a legisla- 
tive mandate is toimply that the American 
people are unable to take advantage of 
their own natural wealth without Govern- 
ment help, which is to rate them lower in 
energy and intelitgence than any other peo- 
ple on earth. 

He is equaily disingenuous in his refer- 
ehce to steel rails, Befcre 1867 steel rails 
were worth $160'a ton. Now they are 
sold for $30 or $33, and Mr. McKinley 
implies, though he dares not plainly say, 
that the cheapening is the result of the 
protective policy. But in England the fall 
in price has been fully as great, and

WHY DIDN’T HE ‘ANSWER? 

The author of the present tariff law came 
to St. Louis to instruct the poople concern- 
ing the operation of protective laws and 
their influence oh wages. But he refused 
or neglected to answer a very pertinent in- 
quiry addressed to him through an open 
letter placed in his hand as soon as he ar- 
rived at his hotel. 

He has always contended that protection 
raises wages and’maintains them at a Jevel 
highér than those prevailing in free trade 
countries.

THE VOTE OF 8T. LOUIS. 


The vote of St. Louis for President in- 
creased from 42,925 in 1884 to 62,982in 1888. 
The November election should show a 
similar increase of 20,000 votes over 1888. 

The Recorder’s books show 82,000 regis- 
tered voters for this election and if every 
one of them is permitted to stand as 
honestly and properly registered, there 
will still be 20,000 unregistered voters in 
this city. 115,000 registrations are fraudu- 
lent, there must be 25,000 citizens who had 
the right to register, but failed to ‘exercise 
it, and who have thus tempted the ballot- 
box stuffer with inviting opportunity to 
stuff the voting lists with fraudulent 
registrations. 

In 1884 Cleveland’s vote in this city was 
21,712 and Blaing’s 21,135. In 1888 Cleve- 
land’s vote was 27,401 and Harrison’s 
33,656.

for arbitration. The operatives, on the 
other hand, insist on short time, instead of a 
reduction of wages with the’ present hours,

and apprehension ts felt that the operatives 
will decline the proposal for arbitration. 

Recent English advices on the subject of 
the impending cotton striké state that the 
crisis in the Southeast Lancashire cot- 
ton spinning trade is approaching 
an acute state. During the past 
week the operatives in the various districts 
aifected have considered the proposal of the 
master spinners to Impose a reduction of 
wages tothe extent of 5 per cent, and in 
every Instance have unanimously decided to 
oppose the reduction. The masters show no 
signs of giving way, anda strike or lockout 
isimminent. Workpeople who are entitled 
to a fortnight’s warning will receive notices 
next week, and those whoare undera seven 
days’ engagement the following week. It is 
computed that of the 10,000,000 spindles or- 
ganized in the Masters’ Federation, 14,000,000 
or 15,000,000 will be stopped, the remainder 
paying the Federation fine ofa farthing a 
spindle per week. 

Assuming that 15,000,000 stop, 60,000 work 
people of whom 12,000 or 15,000 are women 
and children, will be thrown out of employ- 
ment. ‘ihe funds of the operatives’ organiza- 
tions are In a prosperous condition and al- 
ready promises of support have been re- 
ceived Irom the operative spinners in North 
and Northeast Lancashire and Bolton dis- 
tricts, who are not affected by the dispute. 
Stocks of yarn In the manufacturers’ hands 
fre moderately heavy, and it is believed 
that if the production of yarns were 
stopped weaving of cloth conld be continued 
for two or three weeks without difficulty. If 
the lockout or strike should extend over 
three weeks the pinch would begin to be felt 
and many ofthe weaving sheds would have 
toclose. Thefine of a farthing a week on 
eachof the working spindies will provide an 
income of ovep £5,900 weekly, .and this 
will enable the federation to continve 
its lockout, ‘ihe operatives’ organization 
is well prepared for a tong’ struxglie.

BACCARAT IN COURT. 


HALT CALLED IN THE CAREER OF A FAST 
YOUNG MAN. 

Loypon, Oct. 26.—A crowd of ‘‘fast’’ men 
gathered yesterday in the Queen’s Bench 
Division of Her Majesty’s High Court of 
Justice tolistentothe proceedings brought 
by the London & Universal Bank against M. 
J. Baring, son ofa deceased member of the 
House of Commons, who at one time sat for 
the city of London, The case was 
familarly known ae the **Baccarat 
case,’’ The action was to recover 
the sum of £1,440 which the 
bank had paid on a bill that had been dls- 
counted for Baring, Wigram and McMahon, 
last named being the inventor of the McMa- 
hon tape. Wigram and McMahon did not ap- 
pear in court. Counsel for Baring, in his 
piea for his client, said that Baring, who is 
}only 23 years old, was a gambler, and had 
spent £23,000 before he attained his majority. 
On the night of the bill transaction young 
Baring, accompanied by a pugilist named 
Goode, visited several clubs. Finally tne 
two brought up at the ‘‘Spooferies,’’ a haunt 
of men and women ofa certain class. Here 
Baring got drunk, and while in this condl- 
tion he met Wigram and played baccarat 
with him, Baring lost and gave Wigrama 
check for £300, besides a quantity of jewelry 
and several ‘‘I O U’s.’*® Goode afterward 
called on Baring and returned the jewelry 
and ‘‘IO U’s”’ in exchange for the Dill of 
£1,440 drawn in Wigram’s favor. The bill

GERMAN MILITARY BILL. 


THE PROPOSED ENORMOUS EXPENDITURE 
COLDLY RECEIVED. 


BzRuin, Oct. 26.—Excepting the semi- 
official papers, the whole press declares the 
military billimpossible. It is calculated that 
in the pasttwenty years Germany has spent 
£600,000,000 on her army. If the in- 
crease ofexpenditure continues the country 
will be bankrupted. It is probable that 
Chancellor Von Caprivi has lefta margin for 
modifications. He may aiso secure the sup- 
port of the Centrists by making concessions 
to them on the school andchurch questions. 
But he stillhasa difficult task before him, 
and especially when one takes into consiera- 
tion his former speeches in which he de- 
rided the tdea of measuring the efficiency of 
an army by its numerical strenxgth. 

.The Vossische Zeitung expresses itself as 
pleased that the bill has been puDlished and 
says that the different parties can now pre- 
pare for the inevitable general elections for 
members of the Reichstag. The National Zei- 
tung says that while it desires to meet the 
Government’s wishes the Government’s de- 
mands are more than it is prepared to sanc- 
tion. The Germania (Clerical) expresses dis- 
satisfaction because there will be an increase 
of over 80,0009 men witha merely conditional 
two-year service. The whole measure justi- 
fles the worst fears that the Reichstag will 
reject the biil. 

The Kreuz Zettung is the only journal that 
supports the Government, It approves the 
reorganization of the artillery and pioneers, 
but refrains from expressing its final opinion 
on the detalis of the measure.

WEATHER PREDICTION3. 


That Are Often Misunder- 


stood. 


The probabilities are that the weather to- 
morrow will be fair, with a slight rise 
In temperature. The exact meaning 
of the terms used in predictions by 
the weather bureau is not generally 


understood, When fair weather is predicted 
itis simply meant that there will be no rain, 
or no rain exceeding one-hundreth of an 
tnech, cloudiness does not vitiate this 
prediction. Absence of clouds is in- 
dicatea by a prediction of clear 
weather. Showers mean anything  be- 
tween one-hundredth and one-tenth of 
an inch, rain anything above that amount. 
Many observers endeavor to secure a high 
average by making what are called safe pre- 
dictions. Forinstance, when there are ex- 
isting indications of clear, weather some will 
simply forecast it asfair. Clear weather Is 
fair weather, andthe prediction Is correct, 
but the same information is not 
given to the public as would 
be obtained from an observer who would 
care more forthe public than for his indl- 
vidualaverage. ‘there is much opposition to 
the system on account of this standing.

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New Site in View for the Washing- 
ton University. 


NEGOTIATIONS FIRA PURCHASE NEAR 
FOREST PARK. 


One of the Rixasons Why the Removzl of 
the Restaurant Is Being So Muth 
Agitated— Thirty-two Acres to Be 
Bought— What Mr. Bailey Knows 
About ths Deal. 


It is known now that one of the main reasons 
why the Catlin Improvement Co. hag be en so 
solicitous in having the new restaurant in 
Forest Park built on some other site than 
the present is that there is a pros” 
pect of the sale of the entire tract’ 
or atleast of thirty-five acres of it, if this 
removal is effected. 

Members of the Board of Public Improve- 
ments have asked the question why the com- 
pany did not lay out its tract in lots and 
place the frontage of them so that the rear 
parts of residences would face the park, and 
then the old police stable and restaurant 
sites would form no objections. 

One reason forthis was assigned by Mr. 
Daniel Catlin, President of the company, 
when he dropped the remark to Park Com 
missioner Fechter that a large university of 
learning was to be placed on the tract; and 
he assured Mr. Fechter that if he (Mr. 
Yechter) Knew what university it was 
he would certainly not oppose the removal of 
the park restaurant from the present site. 

NEGOTIATIONS HAVE BEEN PENDING. 

Itisan assured fact now that the univer- 
sity Mr. (Catlin alluded to was none 
other than the St. Louis Wash- 
ington University. Negotiations have been 
quietly pending for some time for the purchase 
offrom thirty to thirty-five acres of the ex- 
treme western section of the tract, and as it 
is now settled beyond a doubt that the new 
restaurant will be bullt in another section of 
the park the probabiljties are that a satis- 
factory price will be arranged between the 
representatives of the improvement com. 
pany and the Washington University author. 
ties. 

Mr. Charles H. Bailey, the agent for the 
Catlin Co., was seen with reference to this 
matter, and when informed of the reported 
negotiations in behalf of the Washington 
University for the Catlin property, he re- 
marked: ‘‘Well, sjnce you are on toit,I 
will tell you what I know. 

‘*The university has not bought the ground, 
but last week we were asked to place a price 
on the western thirty-five acres of the subdl’ 
vision for that Institution. 

‘‘Mr. Catlin is now considering the prob- 
lem. Weprize the ground wanted forthe 
university as the choicest portion of the Cat- 
lintract. Thefact that itis to be used for 
the University bulldings will be considered, 
and lead to a much lower price 
being put upon the ground than 
what it could be bought at by any 
individual. It is a beautiful site. The 
thirty-five acres is the highest portion of the 
whole plat. This, the most western parcel, 
has a frontage of 2,408¥% feet on Farest Park, 
extending from Jacob street on e@ east to 
the SKkinker road on the west, and itis 620 
feet deep. Allof itis in splendid condition. 
In preparing the Catlin tract for residence 
Sites $200,000 bas been expended. it has 
never been subdivided. The land lies in one 
body justas the owners bought it. On no 
occasion hasthe property been offered for 
sale in parcels orasa whole. Parties have 
frequently asked fora price to be put upon 
it, but that never has been done, the reply to 
all such inquiries being that the land was not 
for sale. Several persons have wanted to 
know if building sites inthe tract could be 
purchased at $200 a foot and these inquiries, 
too, have elicted the same response,’

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The Eight-Hour Ordinance Will Be- 


come a Dead Letter. 


CONTRACTORS CANNOT BE COMPELLED 
TO RESPECT THE LAW. 


Replies Received by the Mayor to the 
Letters Sent Them-—City Counselor 
Marshall Says That Contractors Can- 
not Force, But Can Permit Employes 
to Work Longer: 


Some days ago Mayor Noonan addressed a 
letter to a numberof contractors who are 
doing city work, calling their attention to 
the provisions of the eight-hour ordinance, 
The letter in full was as follows: 


My DEAR SIR—I respectfully call your attention to 
ordinance No. 16,514, an ordinance sonulesing woes 
done under contracts for the city of St. Louis, 

provided that the men, persons 
or laborers who may be employed in the 
doing, prosecuting or accomplishment of such 
work or labor for the city of 8t. Louis on al] public 
buildings, works and enterprises by the contractor 
with @ City of St. Louis, or apy one under him, 
or any person controlling the said men, persons or 
laborers, shall ot be required o wor 
more than eight hours a ay. That 
in case of the violation of such provision of 
such contract the Mayor shall immediately declare 
such contracts canceled and forfeited, and the work 
being dene under such contracts shall be relet in the 
manner provided for the ewes | of such work, and 
such contractor shall thereafter be ineligible to 
pid upon such work ander such reletting, and the 
difference in the cost of doing such work under 
such contract so cancelled and forfeited, and under 
such reletting, shall be sued for the bond of such 
contractor so violating such contract. 

You will seefrom the reading of this ordinance 
that it ig mandatory upon the Mayorto act and act 

rompti?. Thereisin my office now and nas been 
or a short time evidence that you are.violating 
this ordinance. i you are not violating 
this ordinance and if my information is in- 
correct, I will be d to hear from ou, 
buatif vouare violating it, whether Intentional or 
non-knowledge of the ordinance, I,hereby notify you 
to comply with the law and spirit of said law. 
Should you not do so it will be my unpleasant duty 
to execute the provisions of ssid ordinance promptly 
and fuliy as 1 am commanded to do, 

The Street Commissioner has been requested to 
notify his inspectors to report to the head of the 
Street Department and this office any violation of 
this ordinance.

Every 
vess@l brings unmistakable signs in torn 
sails) broken Sparsand salt covered smoke- 
stacks, of desperate battles with tremendous 
seas hersiconers 7 Several big passenger 
steamers whieh arrived yesterday ran into 
the Rw 6 which nearly swamped the La 
Toeraine last week. ‘lihey are the Guion 
Line'steamer Arizona from Liverpool, which 
brought ninety saloon and #98 second cabin 
passengers; the North German Lioyd steanier 
Saale from Bremen, with 207 cabin passen- 
gers; the Netherlands steamer VDiadem, with 
LO passengers; the Haban of the Spanish 
Line ana the Italian steamer Neptune. She 
Arizona’s passengers suffered intensely for 
five days, the women believing the plunging 
and rolling of the vesse! and the roar of the 
waves breaking upon the deck meant her 
certain destruction. . 

The Arizona leit Queenstown at 8:30, Oct. 6. 
She had hardly got out of sight of land when 
she ran into the edge of a hurricane. Capt.

DICTATOR URDANETA HAS FLED TO THE 
ISLAND OF MARTINIQUE. 


History of the Late Revolt Recounted— 
From Eleven Followers Cresp> Swelled 
His Army to the 14,000 With Which 
He Victoriously Entered Caracas— 
Time of Terror at the Capital. 


La GUAYRA, Oct. 2%.—The steamer South 
Portland arrived here yesterday after walt- 
ing two weeks at Port of Spain in the Islands 
of Trinidad, until the amount of her charter 
was paid. There is alsosome trouble about 
the safety of the Captain of the Portland and 
he refuses to deliver the arms she car- 
ried without some guarantee that it be duly 
paidto him. The fouth Portland has on 
board a cargo of arms, bought in New York, 
and shipped by friends of Crespo to aid his 


cause. 

Urdanetas’ pirate steamer, the Caratal, 
has surrendered to the newly established 
Venezuelan Government. Urdaneta, who 
for a few days was dictator of Venezuela, has 
sought refuge inthe Isiandof Martinique. 
Gen. Fernandez has started with an army of 
500 mento fight the armed bands who are 
wandering about the mountains of the State 
of Los Andes. 

History repeats itself in the Venezuelan 
revolution in thatfrom asmall beginning 
great results were accomplished. When 
Crespo issued his manifestoof the 20th of 
February last, he had but ‘eleven followers, 
no arms nor munitions of war, Dut adherents 
flocked tohis standard, and the manner in 
which he fought his way Into Caracas at the 
head of 14,000 well armed and disciplined 
troops !s now a matter of history. 

When Villegas Pulido fled trom Caracas at 
the approach of Crespo, the city was without 
a government andin the hands of a mob. 
Not a place of business remained open, but 
the streets were full of people and vivas for 
Crespo began to resound from every corner. 
Shortly it became whispered about that the 
national armories had been left open, and 
then a rush was made for them. The doors 
were found to have been left wide open and 
the people helped themselves to rifles, etc. 
The powder magazines were raided and then 
set off in a blaze tothe cry of ‘*Viva la Paz.’’ 
Someone’s attention was then directed to 
La nion Nacional, Palacio’s news- 
paper organ. The mob_ rushed for it 
with cries of ‘‘Down with the traltor'’s 
mouthpiece,’’ and in less than half an 
hour the place was in ruins. The offices of 
other newspapers favorable to the several 
usurpers were treated likewise. 

While ali this was taking place inthecity, 
the forces of the revolution were alreauy 
gathering out inthe suburbs. The Gover:- 
ment pickets at Las Vegas, 
filxht of their superiors, were preparing en- 
trenchments in which todie like men when 
they first heard they had been deserted. 
After a hasty consultation they sent their 
captain forward totreat with the Legistas. 
The commander of the iatter assured tho 
entire force full guarantee and soun after the 
revvlutionists rode intotown. The city was 
immediately policed and law and order were 
goon restored. There was great rejoicing 
oman the people of Caracas at the final suc- 
cess of Crespo.

MANIAC IN A PULPIT, 


The Remarkable Freak of a Madman ina 

Boston, Mass., Oct. 26.—The story of a 
madman taking possession of the Olivet 
Congregational Church at Springfleld was 
briefly told in dispatches Monday morning. 
Additional particulars of the remarkable ad- 
venture showit to have been one of the 
strangest freaks ever conceived and wrought 
out in the brain of a maniac, 

Charles M. Emmons, a gunmaker, em- 
ployed at the Unite! States Armory, whose 
mind has long Deen unsound upon religious 
matters, entered the church at midnight, 
and, barricadingthe pulpit, kept the police 
at bay until this afternoon. Having pro- 
vided himself with an abundance of ammunl- 
tion and provisions for a week's stay, 
Emmons might have been holding the fort 
yet had he not fallen asieep from sheer ex- 
haustion, Seven bullet holes in the wall and 
celling remain to recalla most remarkable 
Sunday. 

Emmons donghta large su ory of rockets, 
red fire, Roman candlos, Sin wheels and 
powder Saturday afternoon, and, taking them 
home, worked untill midnightin the prepara- 
tion of apparatus to discharge the freworks, 
arousing the neighbors by his pounding. He 
then gathered them all in a sack, with sev- 
eral oll and alcohol lamps, and, taking a 
crowbar with which to effect an entrance, 
started for the church which he has at- 
tended fifteen years. 

Arriving at the church Emmons founda 
side door carelessly unlocked, and, making 
his wayto the pulpit, Nghted his lamps, 
loexed the doors ateither side of the plat- 
form, loaded his arsenal and began his long 
meditation by eating supper. Totry oneof 
his pistols he fired a shot, startling the neigh- 
bors. Then the madman arrayed himself tn 
the dust cloths, covering his tace and hang- 
ing the big red book-mark of the pulpit Bible 
from a string around his belt. He also 
brought up flowers from the vestry and set 
them on the stand. 

W hen Sexton Dickinson arrived to start his 
morning fires he was confronted by the en- 
shrouded apparition in the pulpit. 

BrandJshinga revolver Emmons bade the 
sexton listento thetruth without interfer- 
ing. Recognizing Emmons’ voice Dickinson 
hastily retreated, but not before the lunatic 
had fired three shots Into tine alr. 

The officers ofthe churchan:the police 
were speedily summoned, but for more than 
three hours Emmons stood Bbis ground with 
crazy cunning, firingthree times througha 
side door when it was rattled, wheeilfng each 
time ingtantly to coverthe rear, whence the 
officers were hoping to pounce upon him, 

During this time the madman read from 
the Psalms and revelation, tating off his 
shoes after reading the verse which says: 
‘*Take off thy shoes, forthe spot where thau 
stancest Is holy groand.’’ 

Meantime the news had traveled to the 
other thirty churches in town, and for miles 
around the street railways were bringing 
thousands to the spot. Al the Sunday- 
schools were deserted, 

Planks were iastened against the vestibule 
doors of the church from the outside to pre- 
vent a charwe by the madman. Four deacons 
and four policemen stood guard, 

The tass &inger’ of the cholr, as a last re- 
sort, approached within hailing distance and 
inquired ifthere was to be no musicat the 
service, being solemnly answered: ‘The 
daughters of musie shall be laid low,’’ 

Despatring of ousting the lunatic, the plans 
of drowning him out with a hose or filling the 
church with smoke were considered amony a 
dozen others, The crowd several times tried 
to force the entrance to the church, and had 
not the doors Opened outward some one 
would undoubtedty have been shot. Several 
boys cilmbed upon the roof of the chapel 
annex at one side and aroused the tre of the 
madman by rapping upon the stalned ylass 
windows. 

Just as the hose method was about to be 
tried it was noticed that Emmons had 
dropped into a chalrand was nodding. Ina 
moment more he was asleep and four officers 
had pounced upon him. 

immons struggled flercely, but the revol- 
ver was caught in his robe and handeuffs 
were handy. Before he Was overpowered, 
however, he grabbbed a little pistol from his 
pocket and firedit Into the alr witha yell, 
Then he gave up the struggle and was hus. 
tied into a hack, which the great crowd out- 
side nearly upsetin Ms eagerness tocatch a 
giimpse of hia. 

Search showed that Emmons had converted 
the pulpit intoa veritable fortress. He had 
poured a pound of powder inio the marble 
urn to make, as he afterwards said,.the smoke 
ofincense. He had enouxzh canned: meat, 
éGrackers and water to supply him for several 
days; intact, he has since admitted that he 
thought it might be a week Defore he got an 
audience, adding that he would have re- 
iwained there tiil he starved. 

Emmons hadan auger and other tools with 
which to ix the rockets so that he might dig- 
charge them intothe rear zallery. Pienty of 
ammunition was found on his person. 

When seen by a correspondent, Kmmons 
sald that he had been called to preach the 
truth, and Ne Syren garage nl ety - t rest.

that costthe layers and takers of wagers in 
England sce of thousands of pounds. 
So much for the horses. 

**In America you have one thing that Is an 
abomination. It fs the liberties given to 
jockeys and the methods used towards them 
by the stewards. Why, Ihave seen a mere 
boy, a darkey, with a great big cigar in his 
mouth, puffing smoke into the face of his 
employer, whp was engaged in conversation 
with him. As for some of the leading 
jockeys, theiriassurance is something won- 
derful. Why, they strutted about on the 
lawn’ and in the club-house as ifon their 
shoulders rested the: entire fabric of 
American racing institutions. To my 
idea there are few of them who have 
learned their first lessonas a jockey. They 
wobble all over a horse, and when they whip 
ortry to ride a finish it puts one in agony 
until they have passed the finishing post. I 
have seen more whipping and roweling In 
one day here than you would see at New- 
market in a season, 

**There are some methods in vogue in E.- 
gland that could well be adapted to Amer'|- 
can racing. One is to select three of the 
gentiemen that compose the Board of Con- 
trol, who should act as stewards for the final 
settlement of all turf problems, as under 
your present system a person accused 
of wrong-doing has no appeal. 
The stewards should be selected with 
great care, and snould not own or race 
“horses or bet on horses, as in either casea 
man’s judgment is almost sure to be biased.

Corrigan is undoubtedly in 
earnest In his fight for his rights. 


Just how Corrigan intends to push the mat-

' Clear. The principle andthe facts are both 
against him. ‘The court rendered its decision 
as follows’ First, that Corrigan never 
acquired the engagement to start Huron; 
second, whether he did gr not the Executive 
Committee was the final arbiter in the mat- 
ter and the court will not interfere with 
| their decision. Third, on the facts of the 
case the decision of the executive committee 
was right. 

This looks like a clear sweeping of the 
‘ground from under Vorrigan’s teet.. The de- 
cision is of vital interest to the racing world, 
asitstamps with the seal of judicial ap- 
hag the claim that the Board of Racing

TWO MYSTERIOUS DEATHS. 


Farm Hands Found Dead in Their Em- 
ployer’s Barnyard. 

LITCHFIELD, Conn., Oct. 26.—The town of 
Litchfield is excited over the discovery of the 
dead bodies of Jackson Tompkins and Patrick 
Lavin, farm hands, working for Frank Coe, 
two anda kLalf miles northwest ofthe village. 
The bodies were found last evening in the 
barnyard and the cause of their death fs 
mysterious. Mr. Coeleft townearly yester- 
day morning to attend the funeral of his aunt 


in Roxbury. Before he left he set the 
men at in a cornfield 
not far the house, After 
breakfast the men went tothe fleld and were 
seen at work just beforell o’clock. At noon 
the hired girl, who was the only person about 
the house, blew the horn to call the men to 
dinner. They did not respond, and, after 
waiting ten minutes she went our to look for 
them. She found Tompkins and Lavin lying 
near the barn stretched out at full length. 
Tompkins was partly within the barn door 
and Lavin was about six feet away. The 
girl at once hastened to the nearest farm- 
house and a Mr. Brennan, a farmer, re- 
sponded to ner call He examined 
the two men and told the girl 
they were drunk and would come 
around allrightin a few hours. The men 
lay in the yard. without being disturbed 
until just before sundown, when Charley 
Jones, driving by, saw them. He thought it 
odd, and went to the bouse and told the girl. 
She told him what Mr. Brennan had said, 
but Mr. Jones was not satisfied and went to 
examine the bodies. He found them dead 
and their bodies stiffened out. Life had evi- 
dentiy been extinct several hours. ‘Ihe au- 
thorities were notified, and an investiga- 
tion is in progress. Both men were in 
robust health, and so far as 
is known had no enemies, nor 
is any reason known why their lives should 
be sought by any one. No marks of violence 
were to be found by Medical Examiner Bald- 
win, and he suspects poison asthe cause of 
death. Where they obtained poison and bow 
both cametotakeit is not known Mr. Coe 
had no poison about the premises, nor was 
there any liquor about the house. The men 
evidently feil exhausted on their way to din- 
ner. Why they should have committed sul- 
cide is not plain. The contents of their 
stomachs will be analyzed.

the passage of the Dill, The document 
was pronounced worthless by Mr. Cole, 
who declared that the St. Louls Barbers’ 
Union was defunct, which led toa lively dis- 

cussion, Mr. Cole, Mr. Bensiek and Mr. Arn- 

stein participating. At thie conclusion ofthe 
discussion Mr. Hoolan defended the bill and 
urged its passage, which was done, there be- 
ing only three negative votes, Messrs. Arn- 
stein, Bensiek and Wehner. The members of 
the Journeymen’s Barber Union are greatly 
elated over their success last night, and 


plans are now veing laid to getthe bill con- 
curred in by the House of Delegates. It will 
be brought up before that body on next Tues- 
day night. 

CONTESTED BY THE BOSSES. 

The journeymen barbers are urging the 
passage of the bill, while the proprietors, 
who compose the organization known asthe 
St. Louis Barbers’ Union, are opposed toift, 
and the fight now on is between employer 
andemploye. The St. Louls Barbers’ Union 
was organized in 1861, but owing to some 
misunderstanding it went to pleces and was 
not reorganized again until 1876, all the pro- 
prietors of the leading shops inthe city join- 
ing the organization which Is in existence 
to-day with a membership of something like 
100 members. In Marchof this year the em- 
ploves of the St. Louis barber shops set about 
to devise some plans to ciose the tonsorial 
parlors on Sundays and organizeda unicn, 
known as the Journeymen Barbers’ Union, 
for the sole purpose of bringing about the de- 
Sired result. Several hundred artists joined 
the organization, allof whom were assessed 
25 cents each, the money to be used in bring- 
ing the matter before the Coun- 
cll, The officers of the Sst. Louts 
Barbers’ Union,learning what was being done 
called a meeting and entered a_ protest 
which was handed to Mr. Arnstein, in the 
form of an official document, to be presented 
to the Council when the bill pertaining to 
caneer closing was broughtup before that 

ody. 

The bill was passed, however, much to the 
disgust of the proprietors, who have a 
movement on foot now to haveit killed in the 
House of Delegates, while the barbers 
are busily engaged raising money 
to fight the protest. The proprietors 
argue that the Sunday closing law was in 
effect in St. Louis in 1883, and when several 
arrests were made the law was declared un- 
constitutional, and they do not desire to 
havea repetition of the time experienced 
during that period of sunday closing which 
was in existence only six weeks. 

Several of the proprietors of the hotel bar- 
ber shops ar’ in sympathy with the barbers 
and are urging them to fight for the passage 
ofthe bill, but they are doing their work 
secretly. as the hotel proprietors are op- 
posed to the Sunday closing law, and for 
fear of vacancies being made in certain 
departments, the boss barbers are not openly 
declaring the interest they mantfest in the 
proposed law, It is stated by several officers 
of the St. Louls Barbers’ Union that if the 
jJourneymen Darbers do beat them in the 
tiouse Of Delegates that Mayor Noonan will 
veto the bill, as he has always disapproved 
of the closing Sf barber shops on Sunday. 

HAVE A DAY OF REST. 

In referring to the situation this morn- 
ing Mr. August Krackauer, the Finan- 
cial Secretary o! the St. Louis Barbers’ 
Union, said: ‘'As a matter of course 
we intend to fight the passage of the 
bil, and when Mr. Arnstein presented 
that protest at the council meeting last 
night, he did soatthe request of our union, 
The people havea wrong impression about 
the working hours of barbers. They have a 
day of rest just the same as any other ciass 
of people. On Sundays they only work until 
noon and during the week they are entitled 
to a half day off to make up for Sunday 
morning hours they are compelled to work. 
They cannot complain about salary, for they 
all work on commission, and receive 6) cents 
on the $1. at least thatis the commission al- 
lowed at my place of business on Market 
street. We think the barbers recelve good 
money for their work and have reasonable 
hours, and in orderto protect our business 
we willfight the passage ofthe bill inthe 
House of Delegates, as on Sunday morn- 
ing our trade is larger than any 
other day in the week, and if we 
are compelled toclose on Sunday we might 
as well close altogether. I will say, however, 
that lam not losing any sleep over the mat- 
ter, for what I know about certain affairs the 
St. Louis barber shops will continue to do 
business on Sundays for some time to come.’’ 
The members of the Journeymen’s Union, 
however, look at the situation in a different 
lightandarguethatthbe bill will become a 
Jaw when it is passed on by the House of 
Delegates. When the billcomesup on next 
Tuesday night the members of the House of 
Delegates, whoare divided on the question, 
will participate in a heated discussion, which 
will be witnessed with much interest by the 
employers and employes. ‘

He said he would release 
Pattaschinck this morning if Gross did not 
corroberate New’s story, but on second 
thought he decidedto hoid him or let the 
courts take the responsibility.

visit tothe State Penitentiary in Auburn. 
I was told on my arrival there of the 
disappearance of a prisoner, Oliver Cur- 
tis Perry, the train robber. It seems, from 
the story told me, Perry had been locked up 
in adungeon foran attack on his keepers 
with a knife, and that he had succeeded in 
digging his way from that cell to an adjoining 
one, which was unlocked, and in escaping. 
This was Saturday. He had hidden inthe 
|} broom factory and a careful search had 
failed tounearth him. Sunday afternoon he 
became desperate through hunger. In trying 
to crossan open space to the collar factory 
he was discovered and a Keeper caught 
him. A second keeper coming up, 
grabbed a heavy billet of wood and, 
though Perry was not then unruly, 
hit him over the head, knocking him in- 
sensible and injuring him so badly thatlI 
was told he could not recover. The assault 
onthe prisoner seemed to me to be entirety 
uncalled for. I have traveled all over Eu- 
rope Visiting prisons, and at the time of the 
Prison Reform Congress in St. Petersburg 
some years ago I saw the prisons of the Czar. 
Much as they are to be condemned, I ha¥e 
never seen nor heard directly of a single 
piece of brutality which equaled the attack 
made onthe defenseless prisoner in Auburn 
last Sunday.’’ 

‘*What are your impressions regarding 
prisons in the United States, aside from this 
one particular instance of brutal treat- 
ment?’’ 

**My impressions are favorable. I find 
prisons here much better from a heaith 
standpoint than English or other European 

risons. They are more roomy, lighter and 

tter ventilated and the sanitary conditions 
are better than ours. Thereis the advan- 
tage of newness, and the lesson has been 
learned that strength does not necessarily 
mean thickness of walls and smallness of 
windows. Keeping prisoners at work is much 
more humane than to keep them locked in 
small cells with nothing to distract their 
thoughts from their gloomy and cheerless 
surrou ndings.’’ 


THE FOREST PARK RESTAURANT. 


A Site Selected Which Is Expected to 
Prove Satisfactory to All Interested, 
The Committee on Parks of the Boardof 
Public Improvements visited Forest Park 
yesterday afternoon for the purpose of se- 
yectinga site forthe new restaurant which 
is to be erected there. Atthe meeting of the 
board yesterday Mr. Daniel Catlin, on be- 
half of the Catlin Improvement Co., and 


others owning property along the northern 
boundary of the park overlooking the present 
restaurant site, appeared and protested 
against the new restaurant being located up- 
onthe old site. Hestatedin brief thatin a 
park containing nearly 1,400 acres, there 
must certainly bea number of eligible sites, 
where arestaurant could be located without 
inconveniencing the pubiic or depreciating 
the value of property lying onthe bdDoundary 
lines of the park. 

He therefore urged that the board select 
some central location, gccording to the cus- 
tom in vogue inall large parks not only in 
this country Dut those in Europe and onthe 
continent, 

Mr. Schweickhardt, to whom has been 
awarded the privileges of a park restau- 
rant, provided he constructs a building for 
the purpose to cost notless than $15,000and 
pase the city a license tax of $1,000 per year, 
las objected to having thestructure placed 
in some remote corner or secluded part of 
the park, whereit would virtually be lost to 
the average stranger and casual visitor. 

Hie favored the present site, but also signi- 
fled his willingness to accept a location just 
south of the pagoda or music pavillion. 

To the latter site the Park Commissioner 
has strenuous objections, as he is of the 
opinion that the locality is entirely too open 
and public for the purposes ofa restaurant, 
and feels certain that the citizens and 
patrons of the park would condemn his 
action were he to vote fora restaurant to be 
placed there. 

In order toreconcile these various differ- 
ences, the Committee on Parks, consisting of 
President Burnet, Commissioner Fechter and 
Commissioner Holman, went to the park 
yesterday afternoon to view the situation 
and decide upon a suitable site. 

After an extenced trid around the main 
drives and a prolonged discussion of the ad- 
vantagesand disadvantages of the various 
proposed locationsa site was finally agreed 
upon, which is certaluly an ideal one for the 
purpose and to which neirher the public nor 
air. Schweickherdt can raise any objection. 

It is a beautifully shaded eminence or hill 
whose crest is about twenty feet above the 
level of the main central drive, situated to 
the southwest of what is known as the Lin- 
coln Bridge. 

The Carr Lane Bridge isa the eastera base 
ofirand the concourse drive sweeps around 
it to the north and west. 

Itis distant about 1,000 feet south of and 
slightly tothe west of the Music Pavillion, 
and commands a beautiful view of the lakes 
and surrounding drives. The hill ts egg- 
shaped and only heeds a roadway on the 
southern base to make a complete drive 
— it which would measure about 1,500 
eet. 

Park Commissioner Fechter was inclinedat 
first to think that the cost of constructing a 
pew road and putting in proper shape the 
present ones would entail too great an ex- 
pense to justify a selection of it—but Presi- 


could be placed in excellent condition ata 
cost not exceeding $2,000. 

The site is convenient to the main drive 
and has a naturally — slope leading up 
to it from the Carr Lane bridge which could 
be readily and at a slight cost beautified with 
a rustic stairway. Itisinthe very heart of 
the park and within easy access to visitors 
from all directions. 

The committee will recommend it in their 
report to the board at the meeting next Fri- 
day ‘and there is ,every asstrance that if will 
be selected as the permanent site for the new 
Forest Park Kestaurant.
